Cam den, N. J., Sept. 23.— F our rn n 
w ere killed and tw enty w ere injured] 
through an explosion in the mixing 
house at th e Gibbstown, N. J., plant 
of the D upont Pow der com pany. 
T he d etonation

Gibbstown, 
which is sixteen m iles below Cam den, 
was severely felt in the la tte r city and 
only slightly less in South P hiladel­ 
phia and th e riv er side of D elaw are 
county.

Exploration* Show T hat the American 
Indian I* Like the Yellow-Brown 
Inhabitant of Asia and 
Polynesia. 


A problem of much interest, and of 
fate a good deal before tho public, is 
th a t of tho 
origin 
of 
the American 
aborigine, In o th er words, the native 
Indian. 
In th is connection the recent 
Investigations of Dr. Ales 
Hrdlicka, 
curator of physical anthropology, N a­ 
tional m useum , tend to prove th ta t tho 
native Am erican im m igrated to this 
country In a postglacial period, and is 
a rep resen tativ e of the overflow from 
no rth eastern 
Siberia, w here 
ho 
Is 
closely related both mentally and phy­ 
sically to the yellow brown peoples of 
Asia and Polynesia, says the Scientific 
American. 
Among tho 
Interesting 
sites 
ex­ 
plored by Dr. H rdlicka are tho burial 
mounds, or “kourgans,” as they are 
called, located on tho banks of tho 
Yenisei and Selenga rive rs and their 
tributaries, and along the strea m s of 
northern Mongolia, especially on tho 
banks of th e Kerub-n 
Oddly 
enough 
tho 
date of 
tho 
mounds is established quito as readily 
as if tho date of 
construction 
were 
carved on a stone, for the different ob­ 
jects uncovered, be they gold, copper, 
iron, bronze or s t o n e , identify the ori­ 
gin of 
tho particular 
mound 
from 
which they cam e a:- falling within def­ 
inite tim e lim its. 
Most of the "kour- 
g an s” ap p ear to represent nearly 
re­ 
cent tim es, corresponding to Lgrian or 
T urk or ‘ T a r ta r ” elem ents, as well as 
modern Mongolian. 
The skulls of tho 
skeletons taken from these m ore re­ 
cent mound* are of the brachycephalic 
type, short, som ew hat spherical skulls, 
which occasionally closely 
resem ble 
th** sam e form of 
American 
crania, 
but the ‘ ko u rg an s” of 
earlier 
date, 
containing no 
m ental 
objects, yield 
skulls resem bling th*- dolichocephalic 
type*, long and narrow, and much like 
Am erican Indian skulls of this type, 
It Is difficult to assert to Just w hat 
race the older skeletons anti skulls be­ 
longs, and yet, on th*- banks of th*' low- 
er Yenisei river, and in several other 
localities, living dolichocephalic type* 
ar*- not unusual, and such natives fro- 
quently b« ar n strong physical resem ­ 
blance to our native Indians. 
F u rth er 
burial spots are known to be located 
in caverns am ong the m ountains bor­ 
dering tho Yenisei river, which, how­ 
ever, Dr, H rdlicka was not able to in­ 
vestigate. 
The most Im portant part of the ex­ 
ploration and study was that pertain­ 
ing to the living descendants of tho 
old races. 
Among these people the in­ 
vestigator was forunate 
enough 
to 
com** into contact with representative* 
of many tr ib es from th** banks of the 
Yenisei and Ahscan rivers; also Hurl- 
ats. 
Mongolians. 
T ibetans, 
Chinese 
and some Manchurian*. 
He was hap­ 
pily present at a great religious 
cere­ 
mony at th*1 T-amaist m onasteries 
In 
the neighborhood of F rg a. where 7.000 
Mongolians from all parts of the coun­ 
try w ere In attendance. 
Among all then* trib es 
and 
clans 
th e re were individuals who apparently 
rep resen t th** old- r 
population, 
pre- 
Mongolian and pr*»-Chln* se. and who 
belong partly to 
the 
brachycephalic 
type, though In a sm aller extent to the 
dolichocephalic type. 
T hese men and 
women a ’*** practically Identical 
with 
the Am erican Indians of sim ilar head 
form 
The particular Individuals are 
brown In color, with 
straig h t 
black 
hair, dark brown * yes and facial and 
bodily features which are strikingly 
like those of the native A m erican Tho 
men ar*- practically beardless. 
Some 
of these people, if dressed In the cos­ 
tum es and regalia of an Indian, and 
placed among them, could not be dis- 
ttnguished from them. 
At least Dr. 
H rdlicka states th a t 
th e re 
are 
no 
m eans at th** disposal of the anthropol, 
ogist by which to snake such a distinc­ 
tion. 
It is not only In outw ard 
ap­ 
pearance that these natives of Siberia 
resem ble th*- Indians, but m entally as 
well, ami In num erous h abits and cus­ 
tom s 
which 
different 
environm ent 
and tim e seem not to have effaced.
